CITYo TRAFFIC 
WORK AIRED 


Officials Point To Record 
Of Fourth Of July Period: 
Only One Citation 


Placerville’s problem of traffic en- | 
forcement was aired before the city | 
council on Monday evening when the | 
council was visited by a delegation 
representing the El Dorado County | 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The delegation presented the results 
of a recent survey made by the cham- 
ber, which tend toward the counclu- 
sion that some modification of the 
traffic enforcement program is desire- 
able. 

The members of the delegation were 
assured of the council’s desire that 
traffic be regulated with a minimum of 
inconvenience to all parties. 

Members of the council pointed out | 
that during the Fourth of July week- | 
end, there were only 15 cars stopped 
by city officers and of these, only one 
driver was given a citation. 

The council, it was said, recognizes 
it to be true that the form which traf- 
fic enforcement takes may easily en- 
gender the ill will of persons cited and | 
has, for some months past, given par- 
ticular attention to this problem. 

Mayor George E. Faugsted said the 
council has a problem in traffic en- 
forcement and will welcome the sug- 
gestions of parties interested. 

“We feel that the streets must be 
kept reasonably clear,’ Mr. Faugsted 
said. “On the other hand, we recog- 
nize the tourists and out-of-town | 
people as visitors to our community. 

“We have been using courtesy cards 
for some months past. Hundreds of | 
them have been given out and in most 
instances the motorists have respond- 
ed willingly to our suggestions for co- 
operation in keeping traffic regulated. | 

“The council wants the city officers’ 
to be courteous at all times and to work 
toward the end of keeping the streets 
open and clear and the traffic regu-

UTILITIES ASSESSED 
ON $4,340,750 
County Figures Made Public 
In Report Filed With 


Equalization Board 
SACRAMENTO—Public utility prop- 


,erty throughout California was valued 


at $1,004,518,260 for assessment pur- 


| poses in a report filed today with the 


state board of equalization by A. G. 
Mott, director of the board’s valuation 
division. 

This total included tangible property 
valued at $949,423,340, and intangible 
property, or solvent credits, amounting 
to $55,094,920. The whole represented 
an increase of approximately five per 
cent over the valué set by the board in 
1936, and followed closely the increase 
of approximately six per cent estab- 
lished by independent county assessors 


/on common property. 


In El Dorado County the 1936 utility 
values included tangible property, $4,- 
215,080 as compared with 1937, tan- 
gible property, $4,340,750. 

Under the tax revision plan of 1933 
by means of which public utility prop- 
erty was returned to local tax rolls, 
the state board of equalization was re- 
quired to assess such property each 
year by the first Monday in August. 
Following that assessment any tax- 


payer may have a hearing on a peti- , 
tion for reassessment, but final find- | 


ings must be prepared by the third 
Monday of August and thereafter sub- 
mitted to county assessors.

Bonded debt outstanding of the gov- 
ernmental units in El] Dorado County 
totalled $311,500, or $23.92 per capita 
as of June 30, 1936, according to find- 


‘ings of California Taxpayers’ Associa- 


tion. 

Total bonded debt in the county was 
made up of $40,000 for the county gov- 
ernment, $177,000 for the school dis- 


itricts, and $94,500 for municipalities

In only one California county, Mono, 
no local bonded indebtedness was 
1936, the study 
brought out, while the per capita debt 
in Trinity County was but 22 cents and 
that in Amador County but 29 cents. 
Other counties in which the local 
bonded indebtedness averaged less 
than $20 per capita were Sierra, $1.66; 
Plumas, $3.17; Tuolumne, $11.20; Al- 
pine, $11.40; Sacramento, $11.45; Sis- 
kiyou, $12.41; Calaveras, $18.44; Kern, 
$18.53; and San Benito, $18.87. 

Counties in which local bonded in- 
debtedness averaged over $100 per cap- 
ita were Colusa, $436.98, due largely to 
reclamation district bonds; Los Ange- 
les, $153.15; San Diego, $113.87; and 
San Luis Obispo, $101.01, the associa- 
tion found.

payer to scrutinize carefully each and 
every proposal to increase the debt of 
any governmental unit of which he is 
a part—for every dollar of that debt 
must be repaid in taxes.

Justice's Resignation

WASHINGTON (UW!—President Roo- 
sevelt will demand a showdown in 1938 
on his “new blood” injection for the 
Supreme Court in the opinion of some 
parties to the judiciary dispute which 
exploded again today in argument 
jeopardizing Democratic party har- 
mony. 

A Senate Democratic bloc now chal- 
lenges Mr. Roosevelt’s presumed inten- 
tion to delay until Congress adjourns 
the nomination of a successor to Jus- 
tice Willis Van Devanter who retired 
from the Supreme Court, June 2. 

Washington sizzled with reports that 
Mr. Roosevelt would renew his effort 
to expand the court with a proposal 
for a constitutional amendment or, at 
least, with a restatement of his ‘ob- 
jectives” in judiciary reorganization. 

Senator William E. Borah, R., Idaho, 
today in the Senate denied that any 
vacancy existed on the Supreme Court 
despite retirement of Justice William 
Van Devanter. He told the Senate 
that vacancies on the court could be 
created only by impeachment, resigna- 
tion or death. Borah said he believed 
Attorney General Homer S. Cummings 
had raised that question with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt yesterday in his ad- 


visory opinion to the White House de- 
claring a recess appointment to the 
court to be constitutional.

COST OF SCHOOLS 


Expenditures For 1935-’36 
Fiscal Year Reviewed By 
Taxpayer Association 


Per capita expenditures by El Dora- 
do County for county functions alone 
totalled $19.39 for the fiscal year 1935- 
36, according to figures just released 
by California Taxpayers’ Association. 

For each man, woman, and child in 
the county, the county spent $3.69 for 
general government, $1.97 for protec- 
tion to persons and property, 53 cents 
for health and sanitation, $7.19 for 
highways and bridges, 47 cents’ for 
recreation, $4.68 for charities, 21 cents 
for miscellaneous, 45 cents for debt 
payments, and 20 cents for education, 
the last sum being the expenditures 
per capita for the work of the county 
superintendent of schools and _ the 
county library, the association found. 

Average per capita expenditures for 
county government functions alone in 
the state as a whole were $17.52, the 
association stated. This included an 
average county expenditure of $3.17 
per capita for general government, 
$1.65 for protection to persons and

To Use Non-Explosive Lifting 
Element; Hydrogen Banned 


FRIEDRICHSHAFEN (lP)— Zeppelin 
engineers have started work to trans- 
form Germany’s new giant airship LZ 
130 for the use of helium instead of 
hydrogen. 


This is a sequel to the disaster which 
overtook the airship Hindenburg. 

The original plan for the LZ 130 was 
to enlarge the balloon to compensate 
for the difference in weight between 
the two gases, but this had to be 
abandoned because it was found that 
existing hangars would not accommo- 
date a larger airship. 
So the dirigible is to remain the 
same size as the Hindenburg, and other 
methods are being found to compen- 
sate for the greater weight of helium. 
The total weight of the airship must 
be reduced by 20 tons if the criusing 
range is to remain the same and the 
passenger accommodations left at 50. 
Engineers therefore are examining 
all details of the airship to detect any 
parts which could be made in lighter 
material. 
Another problem to be solved is the 
conservation of the expensive helium. 
The Hindenburg used to release 200,- 
000 cubic meters of hydrogen each trip 
to prevent the ship becoming too Buoy- 
ant as the engine fuel was used up. 
Helium cannot be dissipated like this. 
Engineers are considering means of 
producing synthetic water for ballast 
during the trip.

Gets “Break” 


Home Building Service Plan 
Of Government Protects 
Against “Jerry Builder” 


WASHINGTON— 
and architects today were responding 
to an invitation from the government 
to give the small home seeker a 
“preak’’—to see that the millions in his 
pocket will be spent to yield him the 
largest possible return. 

With the formal announcement of 
the new Federal Home Building Serw- 
ice Plan by the Federal Home Loan 
Bank Board last week, organizations 
swung into action throughout the 
country. 

The plan is designed to give archi- 
tectural advice and supervision on 
homes costing $7500 and less, heretofor 
rarely utilized, to prevent shoddy con- 
struction and its inherent loss of prop- 
erty value. It was developed by the 
bank board after the operations of the 
Home Owners’ Loan Corporation re- 
vealed the full extent of the use of 
improper materials and flimsy work- 
manship in the small home field. 

The plan has been tested for almost 
two years, through the Home Loan 
Banks and their leading member in- 
stitutions. In Boston, Indianapolis, 
Minneapolis, Memphis, and Little 
Rock, lending institutions and archi- 
tects have been co-operating and op- 
eration of the plan in those cities soon 
will be under way, advices to the bank 
board indicated. 

Briefly, it is pointed out, the home 
seeker of small and moderate means 
will be able to approach a lending in- 
stitution and gain a full home service. 
At a modified fee, made possible by 
quantity construction, he will be given 
architectural advice on designing his 
home and selection of a structure suit—- 
able to his family needs, site and his 
neighborhood. He will get the largest 
possible loan on most liberal terms as 
his home will now be constructed un- 
der careful supervision to assure pro- 
per materials and workmanship. On 
completion, he will receive a federal 
certificate of registration, as a gur- 
antee of sound construction, strength- 
ening his security and the resale of his 
property. 


SQUIRRELS LINE NESTS WITH 
FLAGS STOLEN FROM 
VETERANS GRAVES 


MADISON, Wis. (lP)—E. W. Mutchler, 
custodian of Forest Hill cemetery, who 
has been sitting up nights trying to 
catch the thief stealing flags off sold- 
iers’ graves, sleeps peacefully now.

SPRING LAMB CROP FOR ‘37 
14 PER CENT LESS THAN 


SACRAMENTO—California’s spring 
lamb crop of 1937 was 331,000 head 
less than the 1936 crop, or about 14 
per cent, according to the Federal- 
State Crop Reporting Service. 

In a report released by Statistician 
George A. Scott, it was estimated that 
the 1937 spring lamb crop in California 
totaled 2,008,000 head, which is five 
per cent below the average crop in 
this state of the preceding five years. 

The report said that the compara- 
tively small lamb crop this year in 
California was the result of heavy 
losses of both ewes and lambs because 
of adverse weather and feed conditions 
during the spring and winter months. 
In fact, the percentage of lambs saved 
this season averaged only 69, the low- 
est for the state since the federal-state 
estimates were started in 1924.
